where we are served with and any 
tinned stuff which we require. You 
see our canned goods are retained and 
served out as we desire it, minus the 
tin. Then the fun of cooking begins, 
one thing and after the other is dis¬ 
posed of as only one thing can be 
eooked at a time. We have all varie¬ 
ties of dishes which you can think of, 
from cans such as roast mutton, cur¬ 
ried rabbit, jugged hare, corned beef, 
ippered herring, pressed beef, etc. 
We also receive jam, marmalade, fruit 
and honey in tins and they are much 
appreciated. The other contents of 
the parcels are biscuits of various 
kinds. Oatmeal, rice, cocoa, tea, milk 
and sugar. Dinner over we usually 
.go for a promenade in the prison 
yard, which is quite a fine open space 
around which the huts are built and 
some fine trees are planted in rows 
along the driveway. There are fine 
trees along the north side of the camp 
which is right in Karlsruhe. A train 
line runs along the east side and we 
can see the tops of fine buildings all 
dround on every side after a half 
hour’s walk we return to our hut and 
have a game of bridge, write or read 
At three I make tea for the boys and 
the rest of the afternoon passes very 
quickly in various ways. Supper..then 
comes and I am busy from 5:30 until 
7 with it. Roll call for the night com¬ 
es at 8:45—(censored) We nearly al¬ 
ways spend from 9 to 10 after lights 
are out in promenading the court 
yard under the faint light of the tall 
electric light and sometimes twinkling 
stars shining down from a dark wint¬ 
ry sky. The sight of the heaven at 
night is as the face of an old friend 
It smiles down in its old" familiar 
fashion and tempts me to believe that 
I am far away on more amiable soil. 
So to bed to dream of home and 
friends and the time when liberty re¬ 
turns. Today we had the funeral of a 
British sea captain, who was taken in 
the Mediterranean and died in the 
hospital. Some of the prisoners from 
the camp were allowed to go under 
guard. 1 wasn’t of the number, but 
the ones who did go say it was a very 
impressive ceremony. ^Karlsruhe 
from what I have seen of it is a very 
a very fine city, very well built, clean 
and orderly^ It must be beautiful in 
the summer. The boys say that the 
cemetery is one of the best they have 
ever seen. Well, dear, I hope that 1 
will have heard from you again be¬ 
fore the next letter. Give my best re¬ 
gards to all the folks and tell Will 
that I will write to him about the 
middle of this month. Of course when 
I write to you I mean the letter for 
all, as I am allowed only 2 letters and 
4 post cards a month. I am also send¬ 
ing you a post card group of myself 
and friends in Lager at Karlsruhe. I 
am pretty sure to be moved out of 
here before long, as all flying officers 
go to separate camps. But continue 
to send mail in care of Cox & Co. 
who can be informed of change more 
easily.

ANOTHER YARD AT BLACKIE

The following very interesting let¬ 
ter from Lieut. Jno. L. Haight, R.F.C. 
who is a prisoner of war in Germany, 
was recently received by friends of 
his at Armada, and handed on to the 
Advocate for. publication: 

Again the date comes around when 
I can pen you a few lines and I am 
very glad indeed that it is so. First I 
must say though that Feb. 3rd still 
finds me without letters or word from 
Alberta and patiently awaiting their 
advent. If somewhat surprised at the 
length of time I have to wait. Two 
days after writing last month I re¬ 
ceived my first parcels from England 
and they have been coming regularly 
ever since so I am pretty well off. I 
also received a letter from Regina, 
telling me that they had received 
word of my misfortune from brother 
Bill after being in doubt for some 
time but since then I have only had 
letters written previously to news of 
my capture. The last parcel I re¬ 
ceived contained some of my kit so 
now I have clothes as well as food. 
You will be pleased to hear that I 
have left the hospital and am now 
comfortably established in the Lager 
with some friends which I met in the 
hospital. There are seven of us in one 
room and all are very fine chaps.'Five 
of us mess together and as four of the 
five .are receiving parcels we do very 
well for food. One of us an English 
boy receives parcels from his folks 
which are filled with delicacies such 
as chocolates, pudding, cake, etc., 
which we enjoy doubly as it is shared 
freely and has the real home flavor. 
Of course I soon graduated as head 
cook and now have a free hand. A 
large part of the day is spent cooking 
various dishes over the coals of our 
camp stove or rather I should say 
heater. The difficulties are great but 
there is joy of triumph to compensate 
when one manages to concoct some¬ 
thing which pleases the palates of 
ones friends, in spite of the difficul¬ 
ties of circumstances. 

Soon after writing on Jan. 3rd, I 
fell ill with tonsilitis and this defer¬ 
red my coming here for some time, 
but it waf^.only slight and I was soon 
all right again. 

The days pass quite quickly in the 
in the Lager. We get up in the morn¬ 
ing at 8 o’clock after our orderly has 
built the fire and I make porridge, cof 
fee and toast, while the others are 
washing, etc. After breakfast we go 
to roll call at 10 o’clock and receive 
the morning mail. After this I usu¬ 
ally have a bit of exercise by walking 
around the court yard. A little prom¬ 
enade brings around the time to com¬ 
mence dinner and so I return to the 
room and armed with various plates 
and bowls proceed to the parcel room 


howeyer, has nullified this. 

At present there is practically no 
shipping trade at all. ShippingTOW 
ship building is dead, there having 
been scarcely a keel laid smee 1916. 
The wheat crops have been good, but 
the country has not sold any to speak 
Df since 1914, and the accumulation of 
rlmost four years’ crops is scattered 
over the country and left' to" waste, 
stacks of it are spoiled by rats and 
mice. Threshed wheat is lying on 
the ground near the depots, some ex¬ 
posed and some covered, but practic¬ 
ally spoiling as the result of being ex¬ 
posed to the weather. In some of the 
wheat fields the grain has never been 
cut but has stood there for tw r elve 
months. The political outlook is also 
gloomy, and Mr. Mitchell throws an 
interesting light on the defeat of con¬ 
scription. Shortly before the measure 
was announced as probable the gov¬ 
ernment overcame a large strike move 
nent and alienated the sympathies of 
labour. When conscription was intro¬ 
duced, labour essayed to pay the gov¬ 
ernment back by withholding its sup¬ 
port, with the result that the measure 
was defeated, not on patriotic grounds 
but for purely political reasons. To¬ 
day those who defeated the measure 
regret their action as it has been 
noticed that in supplying demands for 
goods to various overseas points, 
Great Britain has given a preference 
to such countries as have done the 
most in war. As an illustration of this 
if Canada and Australia placed ord¬ 
ers with Great Britain for goods on 
which that country was short, Cana¬ 
da’s order would get the preference. 

The wool crops have been good and 
the sheep farmers are the men with 
the money. - . 

The interesting sight at Thursday 
Island was the pearl fishery, which, 
on accdunt of the war, was suspended 
until quite recently. Today the Island 
is doing a large trade with Japan, 
shipping fancy shells to that country 
for manufacture into fafley articles 
as the European market is closed. 

Japan was perhaps the most inter¬ 
esting of all the places visited, and 
the wonderful country of the east, 
with the thronging multitudes, quaint 
towns, interesting country and thous¬ 
ands of fantastic temples and build¬ 
ings', has a fascination all its own. 
But matters of almost equal interest 
to the westener these days are those 
bearing upon the progress of Japan 
during the war. In a word, she is 
flourishing. Her trade is booming 
and she has become the market for

In the first place the German com¬ 
mand has failed in the main object of 
its offensive, the separating of the 
British and French forces. '1 he ac¬ 
complishment of this meant much to 
the Teutonic reasoning. It would have 
weakened the morale of the Entente, 
given a chance for a separate peac< 
with France and laid the British army 
open and urisupported to a vigourour 
and decisive German onslaught. Bu! 
the project failed, and the enemy were 
surprised to find that as a result ol 
their attempt there was greater 
cohesion than even,, before between 
the British and the French. So the 
Gei-man command al’tei*ed its purpose 
and turned its attention to the anni¬ 
hilation of the British force; the 
drive was directed in a northerly rath¬ 
er than a westerly direction, and the 
British army was called upon to resist 
the full and almost undivided' power 
of the German war machine. This ha? 
lasted down to the present lull and 
with no measure of success for the at¬ 
tacking force, so that up to the pres¬ 
ent the German drive has failed. What 
■hey have gained in frontage they 
have lost in manpower. As to wheth¬ 
er they will essay another drive is al¬ 
most certain as this is their last 
throw, but after the valiant and suc¬ 
cessful resistance of the Allies it is

All ought to be treated 
alike and one waster should be made 
to suffer the law just as another 
should. Food regulations, of absolute 
necessity at this time, must be made 
as binding on the man with a cold 
storage plant as on the man with the, 
kitchen ice chest.

provides for the appointment of a 
“Service Efficiency. Officer” who shall 
examine an applicant recommended 
by a minister. Dr. Stanley punctured 
the whole bubble when he asked the 
premier the pointed question: "Will 
the premier undertake to discharge 
from the public service any govern¬ 
ment employee, who is guilty of part¬ 
isanship in elections?” The premier 
squirmed and refused a direct reply, 
while his followers thumped their 
desks to smother down the embarrass¬ 
ment of his side-stepping process. 

The Attorney-General introduced a 
bill to provide for the collection of 
debts of fifty dollars or under. Just¬ 
ices of the peace will have power to 
sit in such cases. During the discus¬ 
sion the Attorney-General announced 
his intention to retire all justices and 
to select new ones with greater care. 

The provincial secretary introduced 
a bill dealing with venereal diseases. 
It provides for free - bacteriological 
tests, easiy available and practical!; 
free treatment, and forbids the sale of 
all patent or quack medicines for 
these diseases. 

An amendment to the Unearned 
IncremcnP'fax act provides that the 
first transfer of farm land "'estab¬ 
lished its value, and on a second 
transfer the tax will be collectable on 
the excess over this established value, 
if such be below $60 per acre. Here¬ 
after the sale of farm lands will pro¬ 
vide a snug revenue to the govern¬ 
ment. 

The outstanding feature of the ses¬ 
sion was the note of harmony that 
prevailed throughout. Mr. Hoodley, 
leader of the opposition for the ses¬ 
sion, announced his intention to refuse 
to take any political advantage of the 
government, and he consistently kept 
his promise. In so doing he estab¬ 
lished a new political idea in Al¬ 
berta.

AMALGAMATION OF 


FLYING FORCES 


Lieutenant MacNaiqnra, Officer in 
charge of Recruiting for Western 
Canada, advises it has been officially 
announced that the Royal Flying. 
Corps and the Royal Naval Air Ser¬ 
vice have been amalgamated and the 
new branch of the service is to be the 
Royal Air Force. „ 

It has long been realized that these 
two units have grown to such an ex¬ 
tent that a third arm of the Service 
should be formed, namely. The Air, 
as distinct from the Navy and Army, 
and this has been carried out as from 
the first of April, 1918. 

Figures as to the size of the Royal 
Air Force are not available, but some 
idea of the size of the Force may be 
obtained from -the fa£t that the num¬ 
ber of the new machines put into com¬ 
mission each day js approximately the 
same as the total were in commission 
at the outbreak of the war.
